Lad ies Ask ed to Do n ate Main Street 
Pro p erty In Ord er to liaise 
Lib rary Fu n d s.

from the three members of the li­ 
brary board appointed to negotiate 
for a site for the $50,000 library 
building to be donated to the city 
by Hon. A n drew 
Carnegie was 
furnished the D e m o c r a t this morn­ 
ing for publication : 


S e d a l i a , March 14. 


Mrs. M. E . Smith and Mrs, S. E. Cotton: 
Y o u r communication of March 
7th, addressed to the public and 
the library board, and published 
in the Daily Sentinel, has been 
duly 
considered 
by 
the 
under­ 
signed, who constitute a special 
committee for the selection of a 
library site. 
A s you 
gave your 
proposition to the public press we 
shall, besides mailing this direct to 
you, do likewise in order that the 
public may know our answer to 
your proposals. 
W e wish to thank you for the 
liberal offers you make, and to say 
that we 
properly appreciate the 
generous motives which prompted 
them. 
In common with the entire 
community, we have known that 
you have long had in mind 
the 
idea of founding a library in Seda­ 
lia and have even had architect’s 
plans prepared to that end. 
Inas­ 
much as the board is very limited 
^ in its funds, we are compelled to 
rely on you and a few other public- 
spirited and generous donors, in 
order to secure a site as required by 
the terms of Mr. Carnegie’s m ag­ 
nificent gift of $50,000 for a li­ 
brary building. 
W ith reference to your statement 
that “ the library could stand on 
W ashington (street), and, if nec­ 
essary, take a few feet from our 
b lock,” 
we 
respectfully 
submit 
that the site proposed is too far 
from the center and business dis­ 
trict 
of the 
city. 
Possibly the 
property holders on the street and 
the city authorities would consent 
to its being closed, which is doubt­ 
ful, but it would not meet the very 
general and popular demand that 
the library be located at least w ith­ 
in two or three blocks of the center 
of the business district. 
Another and a different objec­ 
tion exists to locating the library 
on the two Jay Gould hotel lots at 
the southwest corner of Main and 
Lam ine streets, which you have so 
generously offered to donate. This 
objection you yourselves stated in 
your article in speaking of Main 
street when you used this langauge : 
“ It i? *rue it has been given over 
for years partly to empty houses 
and largely to immoralties and ob ­ 
scene carousals;” 
and you also, 
again 
quoting 
your 
language, 
speak 
of “ the little cheap dives 
that make it repulsive.” 
Y o u suggest that there be made 
“ some move towards the redemp­ 
tion o£ that street,” but we be­ 
lieve on serious second thoughts 
that you will agree with us in the 
conclusion that it would be danger­ 
ous to attempt this redemption by 
the location of the library on Main 
street. 
If such location should fail to 
w ork the redemption of the street, 
then the ladies and young girls and 
the children, who constitute the 
greater part of the patrons of the 
library, w o u li be forced to go to a 


section of the city which you your­ 
selves say is given over “ largely to 
immoralities and obscene carousals” 
and which is lined with “ cheap 
dives that make it repulsive.” This 
is a state of things which is not to 
be contemplated and which would 
not meet with the approval of the 
good people of the community. 
A gain, we suggest that to locate 
the library on the hotel lots would 
necessitate tearing down the build­ 
ings, which would result in de­ 
stroying the greater part of the 
value of the property, and would 
seem not to be a businesslike move. 
However, 
your generous offer 
can be made available, and your 
long cherished desire* to aid in the 
foundation of a library can be fully 
met, by > our making a donation of 
the hotel property in trust to the 
directors, who can sell or dispose 
of the same and use the funds for 
the purpose of buying a site free 
from any objections. 
W e assume that your desire for 
the redemption of Main street was 
merely incidental to the main pur­ 
pose and 
that 
the 
predominant 
motive of your offer was to assist 
in supplementing the gift of Mr. 
Carnegie, and procuring a site for 
the 
library 
building. 
W e 
will 
therefore ask you to donate the 
hotel property to 
the board, in 
trust to be sold and the proceeds 
used in purchasing a library site.
